ed these huge targets. 
Gay 
got 
his 
“ringside 
seat” 
among the waves 
of the Pacific 
after his squadron met heavy en­ 
emy fighter opposition while driv- I 
ing home a torpedo attack on one 
of the largest earners early on 
the morning of June 4. 
He alone of the crew of three 
survived the crash of 
his 
ship 
shortly after he launched a tor­ 
pedo at a 
carrier of the Kaga I 
class. 
What happened after that is a 
naval epic. 
Taking off from his own Paci­ 
fic fleet carrier with his squadron, 
Gay approached the objective dur­ 
ing mid-morning. 
Visibility was 
unlimited. 
Below 
the squadron 
lay three Japanese carriers, with 
less than IO miles extending be­ 
tween the first and last of the 
enemy ships. 
They were screened 
by a considerable fore# of cruisers 
and destroyers. 
In 
face of terrific anti-aircraft 
fire from the Jap ships and heavy 
opposition 
from 
enemy 
fighter 
planes, the 
American 
squadron 
levelled for the assault. 


Torpedo Launched 
Gay heard his machine-gunner 
say he had been hit. 
But he con­ 
tinued the approach over one of 
the 
large 
carriers. 
Sufficiently 
near the huge carrier. Gay launch­ 
ed 
his 
projectile, 
then 
swung 
sharply over th# target and aped 
astern as fast as his plane could 
carry him. 
Suddenly an explosive shell from 
a zero fighter ripped through his 
torpedo plane s 
rudder 
controls. 
The blast seared Gay s left leg. Al­ 
most simultaneously a small cali­ 
ber bullet hit his upper left arm. 
Calmly Gay brought 
his 
heavy 
plane into a stall and pancaked into 
the sea several miles astern of the 
Jap carrier. 
His gunner was dead, and in the 
emergency landing his radio man 


was unable to pull free. 
Gay, 
alone 
on 
th# 
tossing 
waters, watched the tail surfaces 
of his plane disappear. 
This was 
about l l a. rn. 
But then came a bit of luck. 
Out of the sinking 
plane floated 
the bag which contained the de­ 
flated rubber life raft along with 
a black cushion on which the bom­ 
bardier 
kneels 
when 
working. 
Gay figured his chances quickly 
and accurately. 
There had been 
reports of Japanese strafing help­ 
less pilots bailing out of parachute 
and machine-gunning men on life 
rafts. 
Gay decided to guard against 
becoming such a victim. He duck­ 
ed under the cushion 
as hostile 
fighter planes swarmed overhead. 
He attempted to determeine the 
extent of his wounds. 
He felt his 
arm cautiously. 
The bullet, ap­ 
parently well spent when it struck 
him. dropped out into his hand. 
“For some reason." Gay related. 
“I put it In my mouth. 
Maybe I 
wanted a souvenir. 
Anyhow, I 
lost it before long .” 
He 
bandaged 
his 
injured leg 
under water. 
When a Navy doc­ 
tor asked him later what treat­ 
ment he had 
given his burns he 
replied; 
“Well. I soaked 'em in salt water 
fo r IO hours." 
Then Gay turned his attention 
to the drama thundering all about 
him. 
Carrier Already Afire 
Two Kaga class carriers of the 
Japanese had been taking on their 
airplanes and another carrier of 
smaller type lay between the two 
large vessels. 
One of the larger 
ships already was burning fierce­ 
ly. with enemy cruisers and de­ 
stroyers wheeling about it franti­ 
cally in an attempt to rescue the 
Japanese personnel. 
Twenty minutes later a aquad- 
ron 
of 
American 
dive-bombers 
rocketed into view. 
From his precarious perch 
on 
the crest of the waves Gay saw 
them blast at the two unharmed 
carriers, scoring direct hits. 
Tre­ 
mendous fires burst from the two 
vessels. 
Great clouds of 
smoke 
billowed from them, with flames 
flaring from the tops of the dark 
columns. 
Internal explosions aboard the 
vessels sent new gushes of smoke 
and fire belching from them at

When the assault ended the sec- 
ond carrier of the Kaga class was 
on fire from bow to stem.

Japanese made frantic efforts to 
mitigate the damage.

sought to stand alongside one of 
the stricken carriers but seemed 
unable to approach close enough. 
Gay saw this vessel’s big guns rake 
the wounded carrier, presumably 
in an attempt to scuttle her. 
Some time later 
a 
destroyer 
managed to come 
alongside the 
still floating carrier

remove 
survivors. 
All tile while, Gay said, Japan­ 
ese planes circled above the smash­ 
ed carrier having no place to land.

He spent the night in the raft. 
For some time he wateehed great 
glowing patches in the sky which 
he thought might have been the 
searchlights of 
.Japanese vessels 
seeking to pick up carrier person­ 
nel. 
Then he fell asleep. 
He was awakened toward morn­ 
ing from his 
fitful 
slumber by 
three explosions which he believed 
may have been demolition charges 
planted in the wrecked carriers. 
Several 
hours 
after sun-up a 
U. S. Navy patrol plane searching 
the area spotted his rubber boat, 
disappeared temporarily and then 
returned and landed to pick Gay J 
up. 
Heading back to the American 
base Gay saw’ the surface of the 
battle area littered with black Jap­

rafts.

of oil floated on the debris-strewn 
sea, he said.

Senator

As evidence he showed that hand­ 
outs on one day weighed IS 1* 
pounds 
To experienced W ashington ob- 
■ervers there were two puzzling 
features about Tydings' report. 
One was th at his charges were 
extremely old news. It needed no 
Senate Investigation to reveal that 
thousands of dollars are wasted in 
governm ent press releases. Ifs a 
story that has been harped on for 
years; also one about which Con­ 
gress, 
with power 
to end 
the 
waste, has done nothing. 
The other puzzle was where the 
economy was in Tydmgs’ loudly 
ballyhooed economizing. 
To prepare his report, Tydings 
sent out large stacks of question­ 
naires 
to the government 
agen­ 
cies. One depaitm ent alone receiv­ 
ed 8 pounds of questionnaires. To 
reply to these questionnaires re­ 
quired 19 pounds of paper and an 
expenditure 
for clerical work of 
18.196 in public funds. This was 
for one departm ent alone—a rela­ 
tively minor one. 
Conservatively, it is safe to es­ 
tim ate that Tydings’ report cost 
taxpayers not less than $150,000— 
for 
information that has 
been 
known for years and which could 
have been confirmed in detail by 
making a few' telephone calls to 
any of several scores of Washing­ 
ton news bureaus. 
But, of 
course, that 
wouldn’t 
have been the political way to 
economize. And politics is all-im­

Exactly one year ago, the young

America First Committee, solemn­ 
ly proclaimed at an America First 
rally in Hollywood Bowl; 
“The area, the terrains and the 
climatic conditions of Great Bri­ 
tain are not advantageous for fly­ 
ing. No m atter how many fight­ 
ing planes we build In America 
and send to England, it is not 
possible to base enough squadrons 
in the 
British Isles to 
equal in 
striking power the squadrons that 
Germany can base on the conti­ 
nent of Europe. 
“Suppose we had an air force 
th at 
W’e could 
send to Europe. 


Where could it operate? Some of 
our squadrons m ight be based in 
the British Isles: but It is physi­ 
cally 
impossible to base 
enough 
aircraft in the British Isles alone 
to equal In strength the aircraft 
that can be based on the continent 
of Europe.”

Minor Athletic Injuries 
M ay Affect Men in Training 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
YESTERDAY we wrote of one 
of the conditions which may be in­ 
duced by summer athletics or may 
affect the armed forces in training, 
namely, foot strain. There are a 
number of other disabilities that 
occur from athletic exercise and 
marching which, though appar­ 
ently minor, at times give a great 
deal of trouble and anxiety and 
may require time out for more or 
less prolonged periods. 
One of these is the condition 
known as "muscle bound." There 
is no one cause for this: it is prob­ 
ably due to a number of things be­ 
cause any part of the motor system

is a mass of muscles, tendons, 
bones, tendinous insertions, bur­ 
sae, etc., all of them likely to be 
torn, sprained, irritated or in­ 
flamed from overuse. 
The muscle bound baseball or 
tennis playei is unable to move 
some limb either effectively or 
without pain and this may be due 
to any one of a combination of the 
conditions described in the pre­ 
vious sentence. The most positive 
thing we know about the condition 
is that ii is no use to try to rush 
the treatm ent but that it responds 
to rest at first, followed by heat 
and massage and gradual use and 
exercise. 
A somewhat similar condition is 
known as “charley horse." This is 
pretty well localized to one muscle, 
comes on suddenly with a strained 
movement and is undoubtedly due 
to the rupture of a small blood 
vessel with a consequent hemor­ 
rhage into the body of the muscle 
or rupture of a muscle sheath. It 
also responds to tirrte, patience, 
rest and massage. 
Shin Splints 


"Shin splints" is a term used 
♦specially by track men. It is a 
pain along the shin bone which 
extends into the toe and extensor 
muscles of the toe. It is due to 
many minor injuries, such as oc­ 
cur in running on hard surfaces, 
pounding on a track, cement floor 
or the hardwood floor in a gym­ 
nasium. It is especially likely to 
occur from sudden starts and 
stops. 
Any athlete is likely to use and 
punish one limb more than tha 
other. Shin splints occur usually 
early in the training season. Th*

rivaling is slow and recovery is pro­ 
longed. The front surface of tha 
lower part of the shin is very ten- 
dt r and hard and tense to feel. Tbs 
bt st method of relief is by means 
of circular taping. It is probably 
due to a tearing of the muscles at 
their insertion in the shin bone or 
in the toes. As with the other 
forms of athletic inujry, the tap­ 
ing can be supplemented by heat 
and massage. 
So-called "tennis elbow" was 
described first by a physician ten­ 
nis player. He said it was a symp­ 
tom complex rather than a patho­ 
logical entity. The end of the bone 
in the elbow becomes progressively 
sore and in the course of time it 
cannot be used at all. An X-ray 
examination shows nothing; diag­ 
nosis has to be made by someone 
fam iliar with the condition and of 
course depends on the history of 
playing tennis and the gradual on­ 
set, 
It is not due to a sudden strain, 
but is probably due to an inflam­ 
mation of the bursa around the 
elbow joint. For mild rases the 
old formula of rest, heat and mas­ 
sage works ail right, but in very 
severe cases it is sometimes neces­ 
sary to dissect out the bursa sur­ 
gically. 
I hope that all Army doctor* 
who have to deal with men in 
training who are doing extra 
marching and athletics will be­ 
come acquainted with the book by 
Augustus Thorndike: Anhistic In­ 
juries; 1‘retention, Diagnosis anet 
Treatment.

A. L. W .:—“Will yo*! kindly 
advise in what way a colonic ir­ 
rigation is beneficial and why don’t 
physicians suggest it or recom­ 
mend it.
